MANACINA, Nicaragua, via. Oalveston, 


March 14.- Nicaragua!! government troops 
have won an important victory, over the 
rebellious Leonists. The battle occurred 
near Pital. Prom two to three thousand 
men were engaged in the fighting, which 
was severe. 
The Leonists, numbering 


about 1,500, were completely routed with 
about 200 killed and wounded. About 
1,3(10 government troops were engaged 
and about 50 were killed Hid wounded. 
General Ottiy, commander-iu-chiel of the 
Leonists, Jlebel President Baca is super- 
vising the work of putting that city in a 
complete state of defense against the 
attack of the government and Honduras 
armies. 


The Silent Advance. 


Pital is a small place, but outside the 


town is a high ridge of ground which, 
when occupied by troops, forms a natural 
defence as the soldiers can practically 
nre upon advancing forces without much 
exposing themselves. 
The Govern men t 


troops began the advance on Nagarot 
on Wednesday after the skirmish with 
the enemy which resulted in the Leonists 
being driven backward with a loss of 50 
killed and wounded. 
The government 


forces approached Pital yesterday morn- 
ing, The firing upon the part of the 
rebels commenced as soon as the troops 
were within range, but the government 
forces, acting under explicit orders, re- 
served fire and continued the advance 
taking advantage of all the inequalities of 
the ground. They got within good strik- 
ing distance of Pital with the loss of only 
three men killed and seven wounded. 


The government forces moved on Pital 


in four columns, each having about 300 


men. 
They eventually took up positions 


in a half circle before the town. The Bret 
and third columns opened a hot fire on the 
rebel position and under its cover columns 
two and four charged forward until they 
reached much better positions, half shel- 
tered by the inequality of the ground. 
From there they opened fire, enabling 
columns one and three to push forward. 
During this advance, thanks to the well- 
directed lire of the government troops 
the loss to them was trifling. 


Bayonet and Cannon. 


All the columns then concentrated their 


fire on the ridge occupied by the Leonists. 
Then began a series of short rushes for- 
ward. Eventually there was a charge up 
the ridge, a short bayonet fight when 
the summit was reached and then the 
Leonistp broke and fled for Pital pursued 
by the troops of Pesident Zelaya. 
When 


the Leoniats reached the shelter of the 
town they made a stand, but two guns 
within the government columns having 
been brought into action the Leonists 
were cannonaded. 


The rest of the fight was not a walk over 


for government soldiers. The Leonists de- 
fended the place stubbornly, but the troops 
pushed on and eventually entered the 
town, driving the Leonists before them at 
the point of the bayonet. The enemy 
afterwards scattered, and in small bodies 
fled towards Leon making a short stand 
outside of Pital and firing at long range 
upon the victorious soldiers of President 
Zelay. A few shots from the artillery, 
however, completed the rout of the Leon- 
ists, who left about 200 killed and wound- 
ed ,on the field. They took away a large 
number of men slightly wounded. The 
government troops captured over 50 pris- 
oners in the houses of Pital.

License in this town lins been on trial 


about nine months. Its effects on the so- 
cial, moral and financial ii.*erests of our 
people have been watched and studied. 
The state of things before license was not 
of the best, so people were divided, and on 
the principal of uhoosiiig the lesser of 
two evils, a. small majority of them voted 
license as an experiment.

experiment worked? lias it made things 
better or wors<:? That is the question, 
and upon this, as a qu estion of fact, the 
whole issue turns. 


Up to a short time ago many people liv- 


ing outside of the village had the impre"- 
sion that the experiment was working 
well, that it v,os pioviiig a k-iser evil, that 
though there no's more drinking, there 
w;is really no more money fpcnt, and 
really less drunknpss and disturbance and 
less want among farmlitp than there was 
under no-licence. 
Thib impression was 


strengthened by popular reports, that 
there had been less arrests in town for 
drunkeriesa and brawls. Upon recei-pt of 
these rumors leading advocates of no-li- 
cense sought information at. the police 
court. Tlie result is !»iveu in these lUures; 
arrests during the nine mouths prior to li- 
cense, 2b'; for same period u:.der license,58; 
query, do these figures lie? 


If not, what do they represent? 
More 


than two to one in condemnation of li- 
cense. Suppose further, wj could see the 
conduct, the disturbinre«, the cruelties in 
homes and families tint led up to these 
arrests, the anguish and despair of the 
victims, the money costs or imprisonment 
that followed, would the verdict be two to 
one or ten. nay, filty to one against the 
system? 


More than fSOCO h:ivo. come into our 


town treasury through license. 
Suppose 


this puts two or three dollars ii.lo the 
pocket of each taxpayer. Arc they willing 
to pocket this sum as the cost of breaking 
up and ruining families, of keeping oppor- 
tunities ot temptation before young men, 
or ot re-opening the way for those strug- 
gling against temptation to again enter 
into it.

PENSIONS INCREASED. 


A Good Result from the Efforts of Con- 


giussman Wright. 


All of Hie comrades and other friends of 


F. J. Lyou, who has been in poor health 
(or years and extremely ill for the past 
few months, will be glad to know that 
through the efforts of Congressman Wright 
Mr. Lyoii's pension has been increased 
from $6 to £30a month. While titis amount 
is none too large, it is sufficient to be of 
very material assistance to Mr. Lyon, who 
richly merits it if ever a veteran deserved 
recognition 
from the gevcrnuicnt he 


fought to defend. Mr. Lyon was one of 
the youngest soldiers in the Union army, 
enlisting when he was considerably under 
the military age of 18 years, and served 
with credit for three years or more. His 
constitution was greatly weakened by the 
experience and has been in a frail condi- 
tion for years. 


Mr. Lyon and his comrades felt that ho 


was clearly entitled to a substantial in- 
crease of pension, which would probably 
have been secured in due time by the ordi- 
nary course, but Mr. Wright, realizing the 
necessity in the case, interested himself 
in the matter and secured special action, 
which greatly hastened the granting of 
the increase. Mr. Lyon was examined 
Feb. 23 by Dr. Uauett of Lee, a member 
of the Berkshire county examining board, 
and the increase of pension dates from j 
that time.

KICKING THE HOP GROWERS. 


Democratic Fitpcrs Want Cheap Hops For 


l>i-lt!sh Brewers. 


Tlie New York Times every now and 


again has n cl.g at the niit'ortuuate hop 
growers. Its latest was as follows: 


"If the Imp growers of the United 


States can sell 17,000,000pounds in Eu- 
rope, meeting foreign hop growers there 
cu. even terms without any protection, 
whatever, it is nouaciiso to pretend that 
they cannot uiora easily undersell these 
foreign hop growers here at home either 
with or without the tariff protection of 
the present law." 


Nobody ever pretended that the Amer- 


ican hop growers "caijiof more easily 
undersell these foreign uop growers here 
at home." Of course they can. 
They 


can give away their hops if they want 
to, and thus control the home market. 
Tbat would suit tbo British brewers' 
syndicates which control most of our 
breweries, and as their dividends have 
been pretty low lately aud not up to 
prospectus profits the New York Times 
naturally wants to help its English 
friends. 


If our hop growers did "undersell 


these foreign hop growers here at 
home" would it pay them to do so? 
That is the American point of view. We 
don't want to see American hop grow- 
ers raising their crop jnst for the fun of 
the thing and for the pleasure of mort- 
gaging their farms till they are seized 
by the eberifi1 for tre sake of benefiting 
British brev.ing syndicates. But the 
New York Times does want this. The 
Democratic hard times have cut down 
the consumption of beer by 750,000 bar- 
rels during the first quarter of the pres- 
ent fiscal year, and business is undoubt- 
edly jlull among the British brewers. 
But "it has been worse with the liop 
growers, wbu have been obliged to sell 
their hops anywhere from 2 to 8 cents a 
ponml without making a cent of profit. 


Root up the American hopyards is the 


New York Times idea, so that more 
laud may be devoted to other crops of 
wliicli wo h«vo H surplus and which are 
not paying farmers money enough for 
taxes. The condition of the hop market 
•was well illustrated by The Journal of 
Commerce aud Commercial Bulletin on 
the same (lav that thn Now York Times 
gavn its kick at American hop farmers 
as follows: 


"Prices (< t hops) are still depressed, 


and the profneets are unsatisfactory." 


This metiut "niisatisfactory" to the 


farmers v.'ln held hops. Having got 
them down, ihe New York Times gave 
them nuotl er kick, with a sort of 
"blarsr yon'' expression, thinking how 
"S'Stidfactorv" (lie hop market uev.'s of 
tlie day would be to the British brewing 
syndicates. 


We like (o read the "high tariff ab- 


surdity" of Hie Now York Times be- 
cause it coiraiiis such a lot of low tariff 
rot. 


Cnpturtac tlie Marhotfl. 


In 1&03 we sold almost C,000,000 


bushels Ic.'-s wheat and 1,680,000 barrels 
less flour to foreign countries than iu 
1804. 
The money loss exceeded $10,- 


000,000, notwithstanding the fact that 
the average price of wheat was about 9 
cents a liu.i'.iel higher last year than iu 
1894.

Abstract of Its Important Features Pre- 


sented to the Public—Defects In Recent 
Laws Explained—Mr. Crl»p phjectol to 
Printing tlio Memorial. 


In numerous acts the recognized pol- 


icy of the government has been to en- 
tourage Eheep husbandry by duties more 
or less protective. The wool tariff act of 
March 2,1867, gave adequate protection 
to our chief wool product under condi- 
tions then existing. Under it the prices 
of wool were fairly remunerative. Sheep 
increased from 28,477,951 in 1870, pro- 
ducing 100,103,387 pounds of wool, to 
50,626,820 in 1884, producing 808,000.- 
000 pounds. In four years, from Janu- 
ary, 1880, to January, 1884, sheep in- 
creased in number 24 per cent. 


Unfortunately the duties on wools 


were reduced by the tariff act of March 
S, 1888. Under it sheep declined in 
number from 50,626,620 in 1884, with 
a wool clip of 808,000,000 pounds, to 
only 48,431,136 in 1891, producing 285,- 
000,000 pounds. 


In view of the injury resulting from 


the reduction the tariff act of Oct. 1, 
1890, known as tho McKinley law, was 
pasaed, intended by congress to give 
"full and adequate protection to the 
wool industry. " The bill as originally 
reported from the committee on ways 
and means by its chairman, Mr. Mc- 
Kinley, was much more protective than 
tho bill as finally passed into the act of 
1890. 


One of the modifications of tho orig- 


inal bill was made at the urgent de- 
maud of a few, and only a few, of the 
carpet manufacturers of Philadelphia. 


But the bill aud the law as enacted 


contained three fatal and ruinous de- 
fects. 


Tho first was the provision known as 


the "skirting clause," the effect of 
which was in practice to reduce the 
protective benefits of the prescribed da- 
ties by nearly one-half. 


When the McKinley bill was pending, 


and as it finally passed, the effect of the 
"skirting clause" was not generally un- 
derstood by wool growers, though in the 
debates before the senate finance com- 
mittee it was pointed out. In practice 
the protective duty intended by the law 
of 11 cents per pound on unwashed me- 
rino is, in fact, only 8 cents and even 
Jess on territory wools, and the protect- 
ive benefit of 38 cents intended by the 
law on Gtionred merino is only 33'^ 
cents. 


But the real purpose of the wool tar- 


iff provision of the McKinley act, and 
the protective benefits intended thereby 
to be given, alike by Mr. McKinley and 
by those generally who voted for tho 
bill, were in a large measure defeated 
by another defect—the ad valorem duties 
on class 3 woola 


The original bill as reported provided 


for specific duties; the change to ad va- 
lorem duties was secured by some carpel! 
manufacturers, as stated. This feature 
of the law operated ruinously to wool 
growers by increasing immensely tho 
imports of class 8 wools, which to a 
large extent wer« used in the manufac- 
ture of clothing goods, thus eupplantiug 
the use of merino wools aud the long 
wools of the mutton breeds of sheep. 
The ruin of the ad valorem duties was 
immensely aggravated by the unfore- 
seen, unexpected vast imports of China 
wools—a source of very recent supply. 


There was a third defect in tho law 


not generally understood by wool grow- 
'ers—probably not generally, if at all, 
by members of congress who voted for 
the bill—the failure tomakeaprovision 
to meet the light shrinkage in scouring 
of Australasian wools, as compared with 
other merino wools of all or nearly all 
other countries, including our own. 


In the memorial will bo found tha 


draft of three bills for the consideration 
of congress: 


One intended to embody the tariff pro- 


visions understood toba asked for in tbo 
memorial as those deemed absolutely 
necessary to secure fair prices for wool 
and secure success for eheep husbandry. 


One in aid of instruction in textile 


industries. 


One intended as a temporary expedi- 


ent in case the bill deemed necessary 
should be met with a veto. 


Tho rates are much lets than those of 


the act of 1867, under which wool- 
grovYers and manufacturers prospered 
more than under any other law. 


Any less duties will not secure fair 


prices for wools or give sheep husbandry 
prosperity. 


Woolgrowers have not asked duties 


expecting to secure less. That would be 
uucaudid. 


Woolgrowers are the best judges of 


what they need as manufacturers are of 
what they need. 


Woolgrowers will not falter iu their 


purpose by unexpected obstacles thrown 
in their way, but will in all proper 
methods urge ths justice of their re- 
quests. The following is from the pro- 
ceedings of the house of representatives 
Dec. 9, 1895, as found in The Congres- 
sional Record, page 97: 


"Mr. 
Danford—Mr. Speaker, I ask 


unanimous consent to present a memori- 
al from the National Woolgrowers' 
association of the United States and 
others asking the passage of an act pro- 
viding for protective duties on wool 
and for other purposes. 
I ask that the 


same may be printed and referred to the 
committee on ways and means when ap- 
pointed. 


"Mr. McMillin—Does the gentleman 


propose to have simply the memorial 
printed or the accompanying bundle of 
papers which we see in faeut of us? 


"Mr. Danford—Just the memorial 


tod the papers accompanying it. 


"Mr.'McMillin—It is a pretty volumi- 


nous document, it seems to me, to go 
into The Record. 


"Mr. Danford—I did not ask that it 


go into The Record. 


"The Speaker—It is subject to the 


objection of any member of the house. 


"Mr. Cri6t)~-1 object 
"Mr. McMillin—The gentleman from 


Georgia [Mr. Crisp] objecta 


"Mr. Danford—It is not my purpose 


to lave it printed in The Record. 


"The Speaker—Objection is made. ' 
"Mr. Dauford—Then I withdraw tho 


memorial.'' 


The follpwing is from The Congres- 


sional Record, proceedings of the sen- 
ate, Deo. 10, 1895: 


"Mr. Sherman—I present a petition 


of the Nationaf Woolgrowers' associa- 
tion and others, with accompanying pa- 
pers, .praying for protective legislation 
for the sheep industry. As it is the pe- 


tition of an association of great national 
importance, I move that it be printed 
end referred 
to the committee on 


finance." 


The motion was agreed to.

No Noticeable Change in the Gen- 


eral Situation This Week. 


WAITING

Borne Indmtrio. Reducing Prlrra To Bfr 


feet Sale. — Insurance Companies 


Present the Moat Encouraging 


6lde of the Situation. 


New York, March 14.—Dun's weekly 


report of the condition of trade will, 
to-day, say: Waiting is Btill the rule. 
Large hope but little actual business 
explains the strength of some markets 
and the weakness of others. The feel- 
ing that tlii- spring of 1896 ought to 
bring larger business will not suffice to 
meet expenses all the season if the 
larger busratss does not come. Thus 
far, 
there is decided increase in the 


demand for boots and shoes, secured 
by considerable concessions in price, 
but in other branches of business con- 
cessions are made in vain or are not 
made. Meanwhile, it is encouraging 
to know that one of the most im- 
portant business interests has realized 
definite improvement. The insurance 
companies show a larger business and 
larger income than ever before, and 
also a most remarkable soundness of 
mortgage lo;ms and other investments. 
The comparison of reports for two 
years is in the highest degree interest- 
ing to investors, and constitutes strong 
evidence of I ho wonderful recuperative 
power of the nation in spite of th» 
general depi ession in business. 


Price* Very Loiv. 
' •"—— 


Prices about February 21, were, on 


the whole, the lowest ever known in 
this country. It is especially note- 
worthy that prices of materials have 
varied quite differently from manu- 
factured products, although in most 
cases the advance last fall was com- 
menced by extraordinary uplifting of 
prices for materials. Thus cotton is 
S7.-9 per cent, higher than a year ago, 
but cotton goods average only 10.7 per 
cent. Wool is but .">. 3 per cent, higher 
than a ytvxr ago, but woolen goods ars- 
on the whole about 4 per cent lower. 
Pig iron i:, only 1? per cent, higher 
than a 3'esir ago, while finished pro- 
ducts of iron and steel average 45 per 
cent, higher. 
lioots and shoes are 


practically not higher than a year ago, 
while leather has risen 11.5 per cent., 
aud hides at the moment are only 2.3 
per cent, higher. These comparisons 
are important because they disclose 
something of the grave dislocation of 
prices which inadequate consumption 
and combinations have produced. 


Boots Rnd Shoes. Cottons and Woolens. 
The boot and shoe manufacturers, 


have gone out for business during the 
past week, and by dint of reducing 
prices much below the parity of leather 
have secured quite large contracts, so 
that many establishments are resum- 
ing work. It is not supposed that the 
manufacture can be profitable at such 
prices, and there are many producers 
who do not care to get business on 
terms so undesirable, but competition 
of the greater number to secure con- 
tracts has put prices down about to 
the level of a year ago. Shipments 
from Host i m ar» smaller than for tha 
corresponding week in any of tha 
past four years. Cotton goods sell but 
slowly notwithstanding recent reduc- 
tions in price, and the enormous accu- 
mulation of unsold stocks causes ap- 
prehension in many quarters. In wool- 
ens the demand is very largely for low 
grade goods, and fierce competition 
affects the prices of the better grades 
materially. In 
clay worsteds tha 


manufacture has been so far overdone 
that stoppage at some most importai t 
works is considered not improbable. 


Iron and Steel Market. 


The output of pig iron March 1 was 


189,583 tons weekly, against 108,599 
February 1, but the unsold stocks have 
risen 6i),7'i4 tons during the past month 
or 17,441 -"vcekly, and the unsold stocks 
of the great steel companies are not 
included. There is every reason to be- 
lieve that actual consumption is still 
at least 10 per cent, smaller than the 
production of pig, and the price of 
Bessemer at Pittsburg has again de- 
clined slightly to 812,25, ^ith excep- 
tionally large bales even below that 
figure. Prices of finished product are 
not quotablv loucr, although all mark- 
ets arc weak in tone. The industry is 
waiting for a larger demand, which it 
is hoped may soon come to clear away 
the accumulation of surplus stocks.

RARE OLD STAMPS. 


Big Pric-s Realized at tho Auction Sale 


in IsoUoil. 


Boston, March 14 —Two little pieces 


of paper, which, when originally issued 
by the Canadian government were 
valued nt twelve pence each, were sold 
lit aucti >n in this city for 31,520. The 


I price pa id was the largest given for any 


I single lot of stamps in the three days' 


sale which closed last night. All Cana- 
dian stamps of the issue i of 1851 are 
rare, but these two twelve pence 
stamps are believed to be the only un- 
used ones of the kind printed on laid 
paper. The stamps were purchased by 
Mr. Xc'.'dham of Hamilton, Out., who 
sold th< se stamps to tho company hold- 
ing- the auction and got $1, SCO for them. 
Mr. Kefdham also bought a number of 
other Canadian stamps at prices rang- 
ing from Sit) to S125. A f>-cent St. 
Louis l!-45-40, which is a postmasters' 
provisional issue, sold for 8251, while 
a 10-cent specimen of the same date 
brought S105. United States govern- 
ment issues sold from 890 down. The 
former price was paid for an 1851-56 
30-cent, unperforated, unused, which in 
one of the rarest of United States 
stamps 


IN ROYAL ARCHIVES 


The Venezuelan Commission Will 


Search for Ancient Documents. 


NECESSARY FOR A CLEAR DECISIOF 


Members of the Commlsalon or Their Secre- 


tary To Visit Madrid and The Hague 


To Look Up Data Bearing oik 


tb« Boundary Dispute. 


Washington, March 14.—The Vene- 


zuelan commission at its regular meet- 
ing yesterday afternoon, with all the 
members present, virtually reached the 
conclusion that the main points at is- 
sue in the dispute hinged on documents 
lying in the royal archives of Spain 
and Holland, and perhaps some other 
countries, and that while such -docu- 
ments would probably be quoted by 
each of the disputants in support of 
the contradictory claims presented, 
the duty would devolve on the commis- 
sion not only to verify by actual exami- 
nation all such citations, but, if prac- 
ticable, to develop con temporary docu- 
ments which might throw strong side 
lights upon the evidence submitted. 
While definite action was postponed 
until the full British and Venezuelan 
cases shall have been formally brought 
under consideration there remains no 
doubt that some of the commissioners, 
or, at all events, the secretary of the 
commission, Malat-Prevost, and agents 
under his direction, will soon be sent 
to Madrid and The Hague. It is ex- 
plained that this determination is not 
due to the alleged discovery of mis- 
quotations in decrees and treaties al- 
ready in the commission's possession, 
but from the conviction that the final 
decision of the commission ought not 
to be open to any attack as to the in- 
conclusiveness of the pivotal evidence 
upon which such decision will in all 
probability be found to depend. 


Personal Examination Necessary* 


In the preliminary investigation of 


the commission they have been con- 
fronted with numerous diametrically 
conflicting maps and translations. While 
geographical discrepancies are within 
the power of the commission to harmo- 
nize through the enormous mass of 
corroborative charts it commands, the 
comparative indecipherability and pai- 
tial illegibility of royal decrees are 
thought to be matters which necessi- 
tate personal and expert examination. 
The commission expects to be in pos- 
session of the British bhie book as well 
as, the greater part of Venezuela's case 
early next week and in view of this an- 
ticipation, Mr. Coudert and President 
Gilman, who have hitherto spent little 
time in Washington, will remain here 
for the prcbent for daily meetings at 
whic1! the weighing and comparison of 
evidence will be prosecuted continu- 
ously. No one of the commissioners 
has yet had an opportunity to carefully 
examine the British case, as the only 
available copy that has reached them 
was one of the advanced edition sent 
by Ambassador Bayard to the state 
department, which may contain typo- 
graphical or other errors incident to 
hasty preparation. The regular copies 
for the commission will arrive here in 
all probability this evening or Monday 
next. While access to the state depart- 
ment copy has been allowed, there has 
been no opportunity to examine it 
fully.

EXPLANATION BY SENATOR LODGE 


The Private Communication Bead to tk* 


Foreign Affairs Committee Was from 


the Spanish Minister and Mot 


from Secretary Olney. 


Washington, March 14.—The senate 
b not in session to-day, having ad- 
journed over until Monday. 
Some 


members of the house are inclined to 
think that the senate intends to side- 
track, at least for a time, the Cuban 
belligerency resolutions, they basing 
their belief on the opposition of some 
senators who were counted upon to 
support the resolutions. 
With the ex- 


ception of one curious episode, the sen- 
ate yesterday was relieved of all con- 
sideration of the Cuban resolutions and 
had its attention turned to trie finan- 
cial question. An allusion had been 
made in Mr. Sherman's speech to a pri- 
vate communication which Senator 
Lodge, rep., Mass., was supposed to 
have received from the secretary of 
state and to have made known confi- 
dentially to the committee on foreign 
relations. Senator Lodge said Senator 
Sherman had fallen into an uninten- 
tional error; that he had had no inter- 
view with Secretary Olney and had re- 
ceived no private communication from 
him, and that the paper which had 
been sent from the state department 
and had been read to the committee on 
foreign relations by one of its members 
was a statement by the Spanish minis- 
ter giving the Spanish version of af- 
fairs in Cuba. Senator Sherman ad- 
mitted the mistake he had fallen into, 
and, to a suggestion that he should 
communicate the paper to the senate, 
he replied that it was a matter only to 
be read in executive session. 
Senators 


Hoar, rep , Mass., and Wolcott, rep., 
Col., commented upon the peculiar po- 
sition in which the matter was thus 
placed, and Senator 
Hawley, rep., 


Conn., indicated his purpose to move 
that the senate insist upon its disagree- 
ment to the house substitute for the 
Cuban resolutions and ask for a further 
conference. The financial condition of 
the governmen't was presented in a four 
hours' speech by Senator Cockrell, 
dem,, Mo., iu which ho argued that 
every government obligation, with the 
single exception of gold certificates, 
was payable in gold or silver coin at 
the option of the government, and he 
charged that Charles Foster, while sec- 
retary of the treasury, had, in October, 
1891, 
surrendered voluntarily, meekly 


and submissively the right of the gov- 
ernment to redeem United States notes 
or greenbacks in silver as well as in 
gold. 
That action on the part of Sec- 


retary Foster he described as the Pan- 
dora's box out of which had come all 
the financial ills that have since fallen 
upon the country.

PLAYCHESSBYCABLE 


Opening Day of the Great Inter- 


national Contest. 


KO GAMES HAVE BEEN DECIDED YET 


A X*rffe Gathering Present at Both Ends 


of the Calilo—PllUbury 
Throws 


Away Ills Chances of Winning 


with Victory In Sight. 


New York, March 14.—The opening 


day of the international chess match 
between the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland against an Ameri- 
can team, a contest which was played 
on eight boards, the moves being for- 
warded between this and tho British 
end by cable, the length of tho wire 
being 3,483 miles, was the, biggest 
chess spectacle ever shown in this 
country. The handsome and beauti- 
fully decorated hall in the Bank build- 
ing at Court and Remsen streets, 
Brooklyn, was the scene of action in 
this country. 
Over 1,500 spectators, 


Including an extraordinary large num- 
ber of ladies, were presen t during the 
fight. While the players were sitting 
on a large platform with their boards 
and men placed on tables in front 
of them, the moves made on these 
boards were repeated on very large 
giant boards which were suspended on 
tha walls of the hall, and every specta- 
tor present had a chance of seeing the 
games at every stage during the pro- 
gress of the fight. Most interest as a 
matter of course centered in the games 
played by Pillsbury and Showalter. It 
Is a pity that Pillsbury threw away his 
chances of winning when he had the 
victory within easy grasp. Showalter, 
however, is surely going to win his 
game to-day when play is resumed. 


Details of the Play. 


First table—Pillsbury (A) vs. Black- 


Vurne (B)—queen's gambit. 
Thirty- 


five moves. Pillsbury got the best of 
the game in the opening and middle 
game and but for an ill-considered 
move might have won straight out. 
As it was he had to give up a piece and 
he will probably lose to-day. Second 
table—Burn (B) vs. Showalter (A)— 
queen's gambit declined. Thirty-five 
moves. Showalter excelled in this 
game by brilliant and dashing tactics, 
and, barring accident, he will win to- 
day. 
Third table—Burille (A) vs. Bird 


(B)—P-Q 4 opening. Forty moves. This 
was a pretty game and full of interest, 
because of Bird's irregular style of 
play. At the call of time the game 
looked even. Fourth table—Tinsley

clined. Twenty-nine moves. This game 
was evenly conducted throughout, the 
positions being equal at adjournment 
last night. At the fifth table Hymcs 
(A) and Lockwood (B) quit with honors 
easy, as did also Mills (B) and Hodges 
(A) at table six and Del mar (A) and At- 
kins (B) at table seven. Jackson (B) 
and Baird (A) who occupied table eight 
played a brilliant game, but Baird 
fell back greatly at the close and will 
probably lose to-day. 


GREAT INTEREST IN LONDON. 
Britishers Express Much. Admiration for 


the r*lay of Americans. 


London, 
March 14.—The 
British 


team, which did duty in the interna- 
tional chess match between the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain aud Ireland 
on the one side, and the United States 
of America oa the other, conduct- 
ed their games in the Pillar hall of 
the Cannon street hotel in this city 
yesterday. 
The affair created 
the 


greatest interest and no end of en- 
thusiasm. At about 2 o'clock the hall 
began to fill with the most notable 
persons known in metropolitan chess 
circles, the arrangements being super- 
vised by Sir George Newnes, president 
of the British Chess club. Among 
those present were the president of the 
City Chess club, a good many officials 
of the Metropolitan, Bohemian and St. 
George's and other chess clubs. The 
friendly greeting sent over by the 
American team from the 
Brooklyn 


Chess club was very cordially received 
and much applauded when read by Sir 
George Newnes to a brilliant assem- 
blage of chess experts. Sir George 
Newnes also announced that owing to 
an indisposition of the British player, 
E. O. Jones, E. M. Jackson would take 
his place on the team. Before the be- 
ginning of the match the 
general 


opinion prevailed here that the Ameri- 
can team was decidedly stronger than 
the British. 


Admiration for American Fiayers. 


The admiration for Showaiter's bril- 


liant and dashing attack in his game 
against Barn was generally shown and 
no end of flattaring remarks were made 
by the spectators about the Ken tuck - 
ian. Pillsbury, too, had Blackburne at 
his mercy and Gunsberg, who was ono 
of those present, remarked to some 
other by-standers that Pillsbury had 
an easy win. The spectators were all 
the more surprised when Pillsbury 
later lost a most valuable piece and 
general regret was prevailing at this 
accident. 
Jackson's play was very 


much appreciated by his many friends, 
but speaking generally, the Britishers 
found it very hard work indeed to cope 
with the American players and they 
were glad when time waa called half 
an hour earlier than originally agreed 
upon.

ROUGH VOYAGE AT 
SEA. 


Xhe Tramp Steamship Ithamo Puts Into 


Port at Mew York for Repairs. 


New York, March 14.—The British 


tramp steamer Ithamo, C»pt Wigzell, 
put into this port last evening in a 
battered and leaky condition, the re- 
sult of encounters with terrific gales 
off the coast. The steamer left Balti- 
more on March 5 with a full cargo of 
Indian corn for Londonderry, Ireland. 
During the first days of the voyage 
good weather prevailed. On the 7th 
the wind increased to a gale and con- 
tinued blowing during the 7th and 8th, 
until it assumed hurricane force. Cn.pt. 
Wigzell was obliged to heave to during 
the afternoon of the 8th. About 5 p. in. 
an enormous sea boarded the steamer 
over the stern smashing the ventila- 
tors and breaking in No. 3 batch, 
flooding the cabin and a'ter-hold. The 
waves continued to pour over the ves- 
sel fore and aft, causing her to labor 
and strain terribly. The vessel was at 
this time in lat. 3D, long. C3. The seas 
tore away everything movable about 
the decks and disabled the hand-steer- 
ing gear, filling the cabin with three 
feet of water. The Ithamo continued 
to labor and plunge heavily through- 
out the night of the Sth. At 9 p. m. an- 
other enormous sea broke over the 
bows, breaking the steel bulkhead un- 
der the awning, or hurricane deck, 
twenty-seven 
planks 
of 
which 


deck were torn up and the No. 1 hatch 
stove in, filling the fore hold. Kails 
and ventilators were carried away and 
the steamer was flooded between decks, 
doing other serious damage. About 
560 bags of corn were thrown over the 
side to permit the pumps to free the 
fore hold. The gale continued to blow 
with unabateing fu^y for thirty-six 
hours from the W. N. W. When mod- 
erating the officers were enabled to in- 
vestigate the damages, which were so 
extensive that it was deemed best to 
shape the vessel's course for New York, 
where she arrived, passing Sandy Hook 
at 5 p. m. Capt. Wigzell says that a 
greater part of the cargo is damaged 
and will probably be discharged. 


FIGHT NOT OVER 
YET. 


Opponent* of tho Raines Bill Endeavoring 


To Secure Its Veto. 


Albany, 
March 
14.—Mayoy John 


Boyd Thatcher of Albany is putting 
forth strenuous efforts to prevent Gov. 
Morton from signing1 the Rallies bill, 
and he has addressed telegrams to the 
mayors of the various cities in this 
state urging them to appeal to the 
governor that the bill be referred to 
the various cities for public hearings 
and action by the various cities before 
he attaches his signature and makes 
the bill a law. Gov. Morton lias ten 
days in which to sign or veto the bill. 
As two Sundays are not counted he 
need not act until the 25th inst., the 
day after the state convention of the 
republicans meets. Statutory Revision 
Commissioner Lincoln, who also acts as 
the governor's legal adviser, baid that 
it would take several days to examine 
the constitution and laws so as to de- 
termine whether or not the Raines bill 
must be sent to all the cities affected 
by it. There are very grave doubts at 
present, he said, concerning the consti- 
tutionality of allowing it to be signed 
without firs.t sending it to the cities 
for the approval of the local authori- 
ties. If it should be decided that the 
bill must be sent to the mayors of the 
cities it would certainly be returned 
disapproved, which would mean its de- 
feat, as it would have to run the 
gauntlets of both houses again. Should 
this be attempted, the opposition could 
put up a stiffer fight, and there would 
be no early adjournment, even if the 
bill went through again. The demo- 
crats declare that the bill was passed 
in an unconstitutional session of the 
assembly and it is understood they 
have engaged several eminent lawyers 
to look up the question.
